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EAGLES UF 





Had Benjamin Franklin had his way, which most fortunately | 
he did not, our national bird would have been a turkey instead of | 
an eagle. This fact, duly recorded in most of our history books, 
has been largely forgotten by the majority of us. 


In presenting his argument in favor of the turkey, he stated 
that it was a distinctively American bird which the eagle was 
not. He also argued that eagles played a too prominent role among 
European nations who had selected it to represent them. And | 
he finally declared that a dishonest bird was unworthy of con- 
sideration. Such were the points that his argument was based 
on. Let us briefly consider them. 


Nobody will deny that the turkey is distinctively an American 
bird and so there is no dispute on that score. But to have such | 
a bird representing us on our coinage, as would necessarily have 
been the case, must have struck more than a few as being slightly | 
absurd. Part of his argument about European nations is accept- 
able. His last point is another thing although it does prove that | 
he was a keen observer. 


A great man is no authority in all fields of knowledge and 
Benjamin Franklin was not an expert ornithologist. He had | 
noticed that the bald eagles were fond of fish which they appro- 
priated from luckless ospreys and that is why he called them 
dishonest birds. It is only fair to point out that bald eagles can- 
not fish as the ospreys do and it is for this reason that the latter 
are victimized. And finally, the bald eagle is distinctively an 
American bird and is not to be confused with the golden eagle 
of Europe. 


To the great distress of many of us, our national bird is 
becoming more or less a thing of the past. Once found in almost 
every part of the country, they are now found in Florida in 
greatest numbers. For at least some period of time, Alaska had 
a bounty on them, and a more reprehensible thing is difficult to 
imagine. I sincerely trust that this situation no longer exists. 


Our first American coinage eagles look like something out of 
a bad dream for the birds depicted leave one with the unfor- 
tunate impression that they had been on a prolonged diet, or worse 
yet, that a condition of famine had struck the country. In this 
instance, particular reference is made to the 1795 small eagle 
design of the $5.00 coin. Other pieces of earlier mintage are 
equally poor and do us small credit. Why is this so? The reasons 
are obvious to anyone who stops to think. 


National pride being what it is, we depended on home grown 
talent and there was a scandalous lack of the article at that 
time. Canada got off much better because all of her official early 
coinage is the work of expert English designers. Had any sug- 
gestion been made that we follow such an example, the resulting 
outcry would have given pause to the boldest. And anyone sug- 
gesting such a thing would have been lucky to get off with a 
whole skin. Further, our earlier point of view was utilitarian 
rather than artistic. 


Heraldic eagles show the same distressing want of skill and 
imagination. The 1798 silver dollar reverse is an example of what | 
I am criticizing. But as might be supposed, a situation of this kind 
could not indefinitely endure and we finally reached the point 
where we had designers who could turn out beautiful work. 
Therefore our later coins which depict an eagle are very different 
from those of earlier days. 


Gobrecht did very fine work on the flying eagle of his pattern 
dollar and it is a great pity that more of them were not minted. 
It is an even greater pity that his dollar was not immediately 
adopted for one of general circulation. And rather notable is the 
fact that nearly all of our best eagle design coins show this 
magnificent bird in flight. Artistic imagination would appear more 
greatly stimulated by this situation. 


Not quite so good, but certainly not poor, is the flying eagle 
cent piece and I equally regret that it was not adopted for general

YS a 
St. Gaudens double eagle design is considered by some to 

be our most beautiful coin. Its design is one of the very few 

cases in which we saw fit to employ an outstanding artist for 

such work. I am very much inclined to agree that it is our most 

beautiful coin for the reason that it has an obverse fully the 

equal of the reverse and I think it will be generally granted that 

this situation is not too common. There is certainly no doubt 

that it is a vast improvement over the coin which it succeeded. 


Another strikingly beautiful flying eagle coin is the quarter 
dollar that began with 1916. In brilliant uncirculated condition 
it is one of the finest pieces ever struck and has an honorable » 
place in any collection. That its earlier relief was bad, and that 
it was botched generally, is a matter of regret to all of us. , 
Misjudgment of the relief made it wear so badly that very few 
coins indeed have been picked up out of circulation for placement 
in collections. The eagle which succeeded it in 1932 fails to 
enlist my enthusiasm even though it is not a bad design. 


Fine work is further evidenced in the eagle of the 1916 half 
dollar. And this coin is also fortunate in having an obverse of 7 
excellent design. As far as reverse artistry is concerned, there is 
very little to choose between it and the quarter of the same year. 


Our last coin for general circulation of eagle design, th 
dollar of Francisci, shows no falling off of excellence. Depictel ft 
in repose, the national bird represents us as a symbol of strength + 
and power. The majesty and dignity of the eagle is turned to 
full advantage by the artist. 





Unquestionably the worst example is to be seen in the Bridge- 
port, Connecticut Centennial half dollar. It surely is one of the .+ 
minor blessings that it is more or less in the background and is 
not seen by too many. If a futuristic eagle, which I suppose it 
to be, then we can only be glad that it belongs to the future and 
is not of the present. Of all our coins, it surely is least entitled 
to respect and I fail to see how it does us credit of any kind. 
Indeed, I even think it does harm to the series in which it appears 
because it looks out of place. However poor the earlier coins 
may be, they are at least attempts to depict a real eagle and 
not something the average of us finds quite impossible to imagine. 
But in spite of the fact that I look upon it with such dislike, the 
design must have been liked by some person or persons else it 
never would have appeared on a coin. And of course, there is 
such a thing as difference of taste. 


» 


Most commonly known to the world is our heraldic eagle of 
the Morgan dollar. I have always been enthusiastic about this 
design and the passing years have not dimmed it in my esteem. 
A great credit to our nation, it has represented us in no unworthy 
manner. This coin shows classical influence of the best kind and 
the well executed obverse lives up to the standard of the reverse. ,« 

Arrows held by the eagle as a symbol of war remind me re) 
an early episode in our history which may faintly have influenced 
the design. In the early days of New England a disgruntled Indian 
tribe sent some arrows with a rattlesnake skin tied about them 
to their white brothers as a grim warning of displeasure. A 
prompt return of the skn was made and it was well stuffed with 
Nothing followed the exchange of pleasantries 
and the Indians understood well enough what the return implied. In *% 
more ordinary usage we think of a sword as the symbol of war 
and not arrows. However, both are equally good. t &

In the interest of numismatics, Alaska, to which this idea of 
a commemorative half dollar is dedicated, became our 49th state AU 


July 4, 1959. 


The entry of Alaska into the Union was announced by a 
proclamation issued in December, 1958, by President Eisenhower., , 
On July 4, 1959, another state was added to the United States flag. 


The portrait on the obverse of this coin is of William Henry ’ 


Seward. His most important service to the United States during 
his term as Secretary of State, from 1861 to 1869, was the pur- 
chase of Alaska from Russia in 1867 for $7,200,000. Alaska a 
a territory of the United States in 1912 by Act of Congress. < 2 


Seward was born at Florida, New York, May 16, 1801. Trained 
for the bar, he graduated from Union College in 1820. He displayed 
such strong political abilities that he went from the state senate C 
to the governorship, then to the United States Senate. When the +» 
Whig political party was dissolved, he joined the new Republican 
party. Defeated in 1860 by Lincoln as presidential candidate, he 
became Secretary of State, continuing in that office under Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson. During the period of the Civil War, he 
displayed marked ability, particularly in matters of diplomacy with a 
Great Britain, and in invoking the Monroe Doctrine concerning UNI 
French intervention in Mexico. 


On the obverse, composing the legend, are the words, “Alaska 
49th State.” Alaska is an area of over 586,400 square miles which 
is 1/5 as large as the other 48 states combined. It gets it’s name 
from the language of the Aleuts. Al-ay-ek-sa, which means great Ci 
land or mainland. Although more than twice the size of Texas,- » 
its population is less than 144 that of Rhode Island. Since 1867, 
Alaska’s forests, waters, and mines have yielded products worth " 
billions of dollars; yet its resources have scarcely been tapped.

“ENGLAND TO HAVE A SMALLER PENNY” 


It is reported that England may reduce their large size copper 
penny down to a small size along with the British Half Penny. 
Due to the lack of usefulness for the large’ penny which can no 
longer buy anything of value on the market, it is felt that all that 
extra weight is being carried around in peoples pockets for nil. 
The rise in cost of what the penny would at one time buy, is 


causing a lot of extra pennies to be carried with ones change, 
which means that the additional weight is not to the publics 
liking. It has been estimated that there are 1% billion pennies 


in circulation — weighing in the neighborhood of 14,000 tons. All 
that is needed to materialize the smaller penny is Parlimentary 
approval, which at the moment seems far from reality. It seems 
in this writers opinion the change would be welcomed as the cost 
of producing ore is the equivalent of about three to one of ours, 
a savings on metal, expenses and handling. I for one would like 
to see this come about.

is a double denomination note. This is a note with a different 
denomination on the reverse than the denomination on the obverse. 
Because of the seal and serial numbers on the obverse the true 
denomination comes from the obverse, therefore, the note in the 
above illustration is a five dollar bill with an erroneous ten 
dollar reverse. 


This can happen at the Bureau of Printing and Engravin 
by a sheet falling on the floor and being picked up and put back 
on a pile being fed into a different press, or by any number of 
human errors that are possible as the bills are printed and stacked 
to dry in various and numerous operations. The rarity is not in 
the bill being printed erroneously as it has been. The odd part 
is how can such an obvious error escape the careful eyes of the 
various examiners at the Bureau of Printing and Engraving and 
be sent out and put into circulation. 


These are things that will probably never be accounted for 
or explained. 


The above note is one note from a sheet of twelve notes that 
are in circulation. There is an added note of interest to this bill 
as it came from a hoard of eight notes, shown at the Penn-Ohio 
Convention this year by the noted “Walter Breen,” one note in 
the series mysteriously vanished and has not been found as yet. 
It is the same in all respects to the illustrated, except that the 
missing note bears the serial number J43312823A. The where- 
abouts of this note will be appreciated by getting in touch with 
Walter Breen or the editor of this magazine.

“Something” made him wonder; could he possibly build a 
collection of other coins like these, from all countries of the C 
world? He soon began to pester all clients who came to his,, 10 
father’s shop; if they were foreigners he would ask them for 11 
coins from their countries.

A few years later, when he was in high school, he talked the 13 
matter over with his history teacher, and was told to go on, as 
numismatics was a truly worthwhile hobby. As he grew up he 
tried to delve deeper and deeper, but found a serious difficulty; 
the lack of a book in Spanish (the only language he spoke then 
where he could find the chief knowledge and information abo 
Numismatics. It was then that he decided to write a handbook, 
to help others as well as himself. Gathering the knowledge he 
already had and new information that came his way, his dream - ~ 
came true; it took three years of hard work but finally, in 1944,

It met with great success throughout South America. The interest Ul 
it stirred had many consequences, among them the renaissance of 

Numismatics in Argentina in its second period, which had begun 
palely around 1934. Three months after publication, the first 
edition was out of print, the second appeared soon afterwards. 
He was responsible for Argentina having its first commemorative 
coin: 100th Anniversary of the Death of San Martin, having de- 
signed and fighting for its acceptance, and finally, released in 1950.

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CARSON CITY COINS 
By Starr Gilmore 


Some of the possibilities in the way of collecting Carson City 
coins will be pointed out in this article. I am not going to suggest 
that anybody should collect all of the coins by their various dates 
for the obvious reason that doing a thing of this kind would entail 
the outlay of an impressive sum of money. 

For example, the gold coins are confined to the half eagles, 
eagles, and double eagles, and all three are represented by 19 
mintage years each, which makes a total of 57 pieces. Half eagles 
are 709,617 in number; eagles 299,778; and double eagles head 
the list with 864,178. The total of Carson City gold coins is 
1,873,573 and can hardly be considered an impressive number. 
Nevertheless, the small mintages being considered, the gold coins 
do command a more moderate price than one might suppose. Why 
is this so? 

It is so for the reason that very few collectors have had either 
the means or wish to enter this field on anything but a small 
scale. Also, the other mints, and New Orleans is included, put 
the same gold coins out in large numbers and there is thus a 
basis of competition. 

If anything, trying to collect the 50 silver coins by dates would 
be a meaner task than the gold pieces. Several of the dimes and 
quarters have awe inspiring prices and the 1876 twenty cent piece 
is definitely in the impossible class since about only 6 specimens 
are known. 

Common sense would amply indicate that a twenty cent piece 
would never succeed and that it should never have been issued. 
But alas, common sense is not as common as it is supposed to be. 
The coin was justifiably resented from the beginning because it 
was naturally confused with the quarter and caused trouble. 
Newfoundland used such a piece without difficulty. However, no 
other coin of similar size was at hand to make trouble and the 
few quarters that came in from Canada and the United States 
were instantly recognized. Being about as welcome as a visitation 
of small pox, the twenty cent piece was soon hustled out of 
existence with none so poor to do it reverence. 

Because it was unpopular, the coin was largely forgotten and 
ignored and a later generation finds it among the scarcer items. 
For some unexplained reason, it was left to San Francisco to do 
practically the whole mintage and Carson City and Philadelphia 
played only minor roles. In this curious instance, the proofs of 
1877 and 1878 are cheap and easy things compared to the 1876 
of Carson City, a situation of unusual kind. 

From all that has been stated, the reader might suppose that 
the difficulties make the game hardly worth the candle. But such 
is by no manner of means the case if a different kind of collecting 
is used that can be considered. I do not pretend that it is original 
with me. Indeed, many others must have employed it in various 
ways. 

Let us take the year 1875. This year has been chosen because 
it represents the greatest possibility, together with about as few 
difficulties, of getting together a representative collection of 
Carson City coins. 

A dime of this year is represented by the very respectable 
mintage of 4,645,000 pieces. In fact, considered by number 
(20,901,108) Carson City minted more dimes than any other de- 
nomination and they are well above the better known dollars. 
Because Nevada and California were both high priced places, most 
of the dime mintage found more profitable employment on the 
Atlantic side. So the dime is within reason. 

This brings us to the twenty cent of 1875 with its 133,290 
mintage. It is true enough that it will cost more than its San 
Francisco sister, but it is also worth more and is the only escape 
from the 1876. 

Quarters of 1875 have the figure of 140,000 and are well within 
the realm of possibility. Unfortunately, the greatest mintage year 
of nearly 5,000,000 is 1876. However, nothing prevents the collector 
from using it. No consideration is being given the with and 
without arrows types, a thing also up to the individual collector. 

Our situation brightens with the half. We now have the third 
largest mintage in this series (1.008,000) and can afford to ignore 
the more difficult. The Liberty Head type could have been minted 
by Carson City, but the halves came to an end in 1878 and other 
pieces were concentrated upon. 

No 1875 dollar was minted and choice of a year in the dollar 
series is left to the collector. Many of the dollars are quite inex- 
pensive and can readily be obtained in beautiful condition. I once 
embarked upon a search for Carson City dollars in bank rolls and 
after a great deal of time and trouble finally found one 1890. A 
bank employee assured me that others looked for them also, a 
fact which my experience amply confirmed. 








Carson City trade dollars of the year are represented by 
1,573,700 coins, not the largest issue, but still one of fair size, 
and actually the biggest for the mint of this particular coin. San 
Francisco monopolized the trade dollars in great degree and 
Philadelphia is only a poor third. 

Half eagles range from a low of 6,887 (1876) to the 208,000 
high of 1891. This being true, the 11,828 of 1875 is about as good 
as any of the years. Unless the number happens to be excep- 
tionally low, there is no great variation in price. 

Eagles are more difficult. They range from a low of 1,762 
(1879) to the 103,732 high of 1891. The 1875 boasts the figure of 
7,715, and low as it is, seven other years are lower yet. This is 
one of the years in which Carson City outdid her sister mint 
since Philadelphia 1t out only 120. San Francisco minted no 
eagles in this year. 

Double eagles compromise between the two gold coins pre- 
viously considered. Contrary to what one might suppose, their 
total mintage ran into a truly huge figure and they were at one 
time very widely used in the West. The Carson City low is 
3,789 and the high is 138,441. Of course, no double eagle of today 
is a cheap coin and the old days that saw them in circulation are 
probably gone forever. 

A Carson City collection of coins such as I have outlined, one 
coin of each denomination issued would have one unique dis- 
tinction; that is, the collector would know the exact source of 
the gold and silver that went into them. I refer to the fact that 
all coins of this mint had their origin in the mines of the Com- 
stock Lode. Had it been desired, gold and silver mined one day in 
the Comstock could have been turned into coins on the succeeding 
day and placed in circulation. Although this may not fascinate 
others, it is a thing which has always fascinated me. But rarely 
can we give the exact source of the metal in our coins. 

However, two other situations are of similar nature. The gold 
coins that have “Cal” stamped on them are the first instance. 
And of course, all the private gold mintage of California and* 
several other places have the same history. But there has been 
only one Comstock and the possibility of another is extremely 
poor. And probably it is just as well for we wouldn’t know what 
to do with one if we had it.

$25,386,909.30 and the gold $23,283,560. It is thus apparent that the 
two metals were very evenly balanced with only slightly above 
$2,000,000 in favor of silver. Some people seem to think that the 
Comstock was almost exclusively silver, a thing which the mintage 
easily disproves.

I would like to report the fol- 
lowing facts in going through 
over $200 in cents in a two 
month period: The most com- 
mon mint error was the 1957-d, 
filled lower half of the “B”, it 
was closely followed by the filled 
“9” in 1956 cents. (33-26). I 
found only one 1955-s in the 
whole batch. This was very sur- 
prising to me. In the past four 
years I have found only 7 of 
them in many hundreds of dol- 
lars of cents. It either shows 
that most are being held out of 
circulation (hoarded) by collec- 
tors and dealers or they are 
scarce. (By the $7.50 a roll price 
I would say both. (Please don’t 
get excited over my many typing 
errors — it takes many years of 
practice to achieve this quality 
of mistakes and you should see 
my hand writing.) I would also 
like to mention that four years 
ago, when I started collecting, I 
found 2 1914-d’s in vg and fine, 
and one 1909-s-vdb in fine. All 
were found within two months, 
but nothing, absolutely nothing, 
since. Well, its getting late so 
only one more thing — a friend 
of mine in 1956 sold me six vg-f 
1914-d’s for only $5.00 each. A 
once in a life-time buy.
